On November 24, 1981, Burt McCullough, Missouri Department of Natural Resources,
Springfield Regional Office, conducted a hazardous waste compliance inspection
at Emerson Electric Company at Ava in Douglas County, Missouri. Emerson manu-
factures fractional horsepower motors. This plant is primarily an assembly
plant in that no metal casting, electroplating, or other parts manufacture takes
place here. Two hazardous wastes are shipped from this facility. These are:
(1) acidic solvent sludge from stippimg varnish from hangars used for material
handling; and (2) paint sludge. Emerson does not store hazardous waste for
more than 90 days. Emerson uses Environmental International, Inc. as a trans-
porter and Bob's Home Service, Inc. as a disposal facility. The hazardous wastes
are generated at a rate of four-to-five 55-gallon drums per month.

UNSATISFACTORY FEATURES:

(1) Two manifest document "white sheets'" had not been filed with Missouri
Department of Natural Resources in the quarterly report.

COMMENTS:

To date, there have been five shipments of hazardous waste from Emerson in 1981.
All the manifest documents were on file and were filled out properly. Two mani-
fest document "white sheets'", one dated February 2, 1981, and one dated June 4,
1981, were still on file. These copies should have been submitted to Missouri
Department of Natural Resources.

All drums in the drum storage area were labeled, marked, and dated in accordance
with 40 CFR 262. :

When Emerson notified E.P.A. of hazardous waste activities, two wastes were
identified by mistake. These are: (1) zinc phosphide (P122); and (2) stripping
still tails from production of methyl ethyl pyridines (K026).

Emerson had developed an SPCC plan which covers emergencies. This plan covers
the requirement for a contingency plan. ; ‘
